“While no amount of billingsgate on 
his part can alter our determination 
to treat him with judicial impartiality 
and scrupulous fairness, we repeat 
what we have already said, that the 
congress of the United States should 
make a thorough investigation of the 
whole Panama transaction, that th** 
full truth may be knowu to the Amerl 
can people. 
“The World fully appreciates the 
compliment paid to it by Mr. Rno*e 
velt in making it the subject of a spe­ 
cial message to the congress of the 
United States. 
“The World likewise appreciates the 
Importance and significance of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s ••.tstement when he de 
dared to congress that the proprietor 
of the World ‘should he prosecuted for 
libel by the governmental authorities,’ 
and that 'the attorney general has 
under consideration the form und^r 
which the proceedings against Mr.

New York, Dec. 16.—As on that 
memorable occasion of his first Olym­ 
piad. Dorando Pietri collapsed within 
sight of the goal here and Tom Long­ 
boat, the Indian runner, who had 
been led by a yard or more nearly all 
the way, won the Marathon race at 
Madison Square Garden. 
The race was hard fought from start 
to finish and kept the thousands of

ing by two yards. 
A moment before 
Longboat had 
made a remarkable
